. EFFECT OF THE PROPOSALS. 

The general effect of the recommendations is 
to take 70,000 as a normal unit of represen- 
tation. Constituencies between 50, and 
120,000 will return one member, between 120,000 
and 190,000 two members, between 190,000 and 
260,000 three members, and so on, in propor- 
tion. The result would be that about sixty 
constituencies in Great Britain would lose their 
separate representation. The consequence is 
‘that the exaggerated representation which the 
present system gives to comparatively small 
areas will disappear, and I imagine that the 
other proposals in this part of the report, deal- 
ing with Proportional Representation, are put 
forward by the Conference with a cognate 
object of preventing large local minorities from 
being wholly excluded from . representation. 
Upon all these proposals I understand that the 
Conterence was unanimous. 

‘WOMAN SUFFRAGE. 

I come to one—the fifth—upon which they 
report that they were divided, and that their 
recommendation represents the opinion of the 
majority. The majority decided, first that 
some measure of Woman Suffrage should be 
adopted, and, next, translating that into con- 
crete faci,. phat any woman who possesses 
herself, or is the wife of .a man who possesses, 
the proposed new Local Government qualifica- 
tion—that is to say, six months’ occupation as 
owner or tendfit of land or premises—and has 
attained a specified age, say 30, or, perhaps, 
55, shall have the Parliamentary franchise. 
Here we are upon much more delicate ground.

SOLDIERS’ VOTES. 

Tt has been said that if there was any con- 
troversy at all, the question of votes for soldiers 
should be postponed until after peace. But 
there will be questions then that cannot be put 
off for a moment—questions wiih regard io de- 
mobilisation, questions, perhaps, of finance, 
perhaps of unemploy ment—gquest ions will crowd 
upon us immediately alter peace.

AN IRISH SETTLEMENT. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—Most of us have a genuine desire to 
put an end to the Jong-standing controversy 
about the Government of Ireland, and we 
wish success to the attempt which is being 
made by the present Government to find a 
solution of the problem that all parties can 
accept. It is admitted, however, that the 
Government cannot im a settlement on 
Ireland, and it is not too much to say that 
the settlement must bear the Irish stamp, 
“ Made in Ireland,” if it is to succeed. Tho 
necessity of a conférence is generally recog- 


nised, and, as a preliminary, it is weil to 


realiso the actual situation. i 

Both Unionists and Nationalists want the 
Whole of Ireland to be under the same Govern- 
ment—with this difference, that the former 
desire to remain, as at present, under the 
Government of the United Kingdom, while 
the latter want a separate Irish government. 
The professed object of both parties is the 
same—the welfare of Ireland. The Ulster 
Unionista occupy a-special position which is 
quite understood by all, parties, but, on the 
main question of the government of Ireland, 
they hold the same views as their _ ftellow- 
Unionists throughout the country. It is a 
great mistake to regard them as a kind of 
third party, playing merely for their own 
and. 


What, then, is the present position of 
affairs? An Act for the government of Ire- 
land has been passed, but it has not yet come 
into effect, and, apart trom politica] questions, 
it will need considerable modifications to 
render it a sound and practical measure. The 
Ulster Unionists are, in principle, absolutely 
opposed to Home Rule, and, on the part of 
the six principal Unionist counties in Ulster, 
they refuse to be subject to a Home Rule 
Government; but they withdraw their opposi- 
tion as regards the remaining Ulster counties 
and the rest of Ireland. The Nationalists, on 
the other hand, have, up to the present, made 
no concession. If an agreement is to be 
brought about, it must be by a compromise, 
whie involves some modification of 
original scheme. The most promising modi- 
fication is one which 
matter—the substitution of local for national 
Government, something in the shape of Pro- 
vincial Councils, such as Lord MacDonnell sug- 
gested. Large powers, with financial control, 
might be given to these Councils, affording 
free scope for the initiation and development 
of Irish undertakings and the administration

The destruction of weeds was one of the 
matters. which had to be carefully attended ta 
The tools used in cultivation also needed atten- 
tion. He did not think there were so many use- 
lees implements in the city as were to be seen 
with people going to work on allotmenta about 
Dublin day after day—ftire shovels, billhooks, 
etc. (Laughter.) All be could say was—* God 
help the people who had to us. them.” 
(Laughter.) ‘Referring to the question of 
manures, Sir Frederick Moore said that lime 
was one of the most useful things that could be 
used; it had an extremely purifying effect on the 
soil, and rendered available for the plants sub- 
stances that otherwise would not be available 
for them. Chemical manures, though excellent 
substitutes for farmyard manure, were the most 
dangerous things they could use unless used with 
extreme care, The essence of good gardening 
was to secure that, there was no unnecessarily 
idle ground, A regular succession of crops was 
what they had to aim at. They should prepare 
‘on advance something to replaco the potatoes 
when they had lifted them. Irish seedsmen oc- 
cupied an extremely high position in the trade. 
and anybody who went to a well-established 
house and explained exactly what he wanted 
would be — with, the right thing. The 
tendency to over-generous in the use of seeds 
was rampant, and was a great mistake. Ry 
sowing thinly they would get infinitely better 
results.
